The premiers’ parley was declared 
by observers, delegates and the French 
press to be tn a stale of hopeless dead­ 
lock, 
Delegates lunched with Presi­ 
dent Millerand at the 
Klysees after 
which disetiMslons in a last effort to 
reconcile French and British views on 
the collection of reparations were to 
he resumed. 
Hellish experts * pc tit practically all 
night working out details of Bonar 
Law’s reply to l*oln« are who yester­ 
day Insisted upon the French plan of 
“guarantees" which Great Brftain con­ 
sider* coercive, 
Tile Marquis Dells Torrents, head of 
the Italian delegation, auhtnitted plans 
for a peace move to prevent a break, 
hut with little hope of success. 


End* In l)l*ngreement 
Paris, Jun. 4 - The British delega­ 
tion announced this afternoon that the 
reparations conference will end In a 
disagreement. 
This announcement came after the 
conferee* had taken an adjournm ent 
for one hour during which the dele­ 
gates were to examine a new note just 
submitted by the British.

Disabled Soldiers May Still 
Apply For Compensate 


Some confusion ha* been caused icy 
the widespread publication 
of 
the 
statem ent that applications for voca­ 
tional training could not be received 
by the U. S. V eterans’ Bureau after 
December 16th, which date was fixed 
by law. This was interpreted to mean 
that no claim s of any kind could be 
filed after that date. 
This Is a wrong 
conclusion. 
It is required that claims 
for compensation shall he flied within 
five years from date of discharge or 
resignation from the service, or in 
case of death during the service, with 
in Ave years after such death is ofli 
d a ily recorded in the departm ent un 
der which he may be serving. 
If at the time any right accrues to 
any person, such person is of unsound 
mind or physically unable to make a 
claim, the time provided shall not be 
gin to run Until sifch disability ceases 
Therefore, claim s, for compensation 
may still be received, provided the 
death or disability conies within the 
requirem ents of the paragraphs above 
it is highly desirable, however, the 
men who have any disability which 
they believe was in* urred in th* serv 
ice should file their 
application 
once, 
The longer the application 
d* r'erred. the more difficult ii bicornes 
to establish the connecfion between the 
disability and the m an’s military or 
naval service.

Disabled Soldiers May Still 
Apply For Compensation 


Some confusion has been caused by 
the widespread publication 
of 
the 
statement that applications for voca­ 
tional training could not be received 
by the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau after 
December 16th, which date was fixed 
by law. This was interpreted to mean 
that no claims of any kind could he 
flied after that date. This is a wrong 
conclusion. 
It is required that claims 
for compensation shall he flied within 
five years from date of discharge or 
resignation from the service, or in 
case of death during the service, with­ 
in five years after such death is offi­ 
cially recorded in the department un­ 
der which he may be serving. 
If at the time any right accrues to 
any person, such person is of unsound 
mind or physically unable to make a 
claim, the time provided shall not be­ 
gin to run Until sifcli disability ceases. 
Therefore, claims for compensation 
may still be received, provided the 
death or disability comes within the 
requirements of the paracraphs above. 
It is highly desirable, however, tha: 
men who have any disability which 
they believe was incurred in the serv­ 
ice should file their 
application 
at 
once. 
The longer the application is 
deferred, the more difficult it becomes 
to establish the connection between the 
disability and the man’s military or 
naval service.
